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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 2/1 2/1 0 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16 and 18 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Applicant's arguments, with respect to claims 20 and 21 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 20 and 21 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Frederiksen (US Pat. No. 5,272,529) in view Haskell et al. (US Pat. No. 

3,723,644). 

6. Consider claim 16. Frederiksen teaches an apparatus for compressing video 
information, wherein the video information includes consecutive images including at 
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least one substantially redundant image, comprising: means for receiving data Indicative 
of which images in consecutive images in the video information are substantially 
redundant; means responsive to the received data for removing the substantially 
redundant images (col. 5, lines 8-25); means for compressing the video information 
without the substantially redundant images (col. 4, lines 36-40); and means for storing 
the compressed video information and the data indicative of the substantially redundant 
consecutive images (col. 12, lines 54-56). 

Fredericksen does not teach storing the data indicative of the substantially 
redundant consecutive images in association with the compressed video information. 

However, Haskell et al. teaches storing the data indicative of the substantially 
redundant consecutive images in association with the compressed video information. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art, at the 
time the invention was made to use, to store the data indicative of the substantially 
redundant consecutive images in association with the compressed video information, in 
order prevent redundant information from entering the storage medium. 

7. Claim 18 is rejected using similar reasoning as the corresponding claim above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 20 and 21 are allowed.
